An eleven-year-old boy was serious­ 
ly injured shortly before noon today 
when he was struck by an automobile 
along the H arrisburg road, a short 
distance north of town.

down the road about th irt\ feet where 
he started to cross, when the John­ 
son machine struck him.

car, placed the boy in it and with the 
aid of people living in that locality, 
rushed him to the W arner Hospital.

A ton and one-half of table bran 
and oat* was scattered over a wide 
area along the Hanover road, one mile 
east of Bonneauville, at IO o’clock this 
morning, when an advertising truck 
of samples of products of the Kellogg 
company upset after a tire blew out.

whom it charges with swindling chil­ 
dren, women and other credulous per­ 
sons by selling them guinea pigs under 
promises to buy all the offspring. 
The proposition was, the postal in- 
spectors reported, that if you bought 
guinea pigs from the guinea pig man 
at $4.g5 a pair he would buy back the 
progeny, and you could get rich just 
letting the “furry, gaily-colored little 
creatures” accumulate in your cellar. 
A trick line in the contract, how­ 
ever, provided that he would buy back 
pig3 only when shipped ten in a crate, 
so (hat the purchaser of a single pair 
had to wait for a year for enough to 
ship. 
Few had the patience to do so, 
but when any were shipped back the 
versatile operator sold them again as 
blooded stock. 
“One female and her offspring may 
raise twenty-five or more pairs a year, 
which at $1.25 a pair would bring you 
more than $31 per animal,” read the 
literature sent out to prospective cus­ 
tomers. “Ten females, $310 per year; 
fifty females, nearly $1,600 a year, or 
more than $125 a month, and so on.
